BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

SM ALL MEMORY CARD 

The present invention relates to a small memory card, and in particular to 
the volume of a small memory card which may be reduced advantageously. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE RELATED ART 

The prior method for producing a general memory card always packs chips 
to single integrated circuits, then mounts the IC onto a printed circuit board by the 
way of surface mount technique (SMT). The chip may be a memory element, such 
as flash memory. The golden fingers mounted on the printed circuit board for 
inserting into a slot of a computer main-board. In addition to some passive 
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
